For instance, 
one of the men claims to be a resident 
of Kansas and the consul for that dis- 
trict is eng-ag-ed in an inquiry as to his 
citizenship, either by birth or natural- 
ization.

same wide, wondering eyes.

In tho words were almost a caress. 


There was one in the laaning over the 
chair and the arranging of the cloth 
and service. Uncle Reuben bad served 


a green turtle dream, and as the old 
gentleman ate, the darky stood behind 
him in a pose of reverence. The pecu- 
liar look, half question, half wonder, 
never left Uncle's face. 
Not slowly 


the succulent tide went down in the 
sonp dish, and again Uncle Reuben 
shuffled kitcheuward. This time it 
was the fish, steaming and odorous, the 
perfected idea of twenty years' experi- 
ment. 
The green turtle might have 


gone with the coffee and rolls, but 
never that fish. Reuben's second lie to 
head off an evident protest was:

all the contracts entered upon by the 
Hamburg-American company. 
Simi- 


lar measures will be taken in the mat- 
ter of the passenger traffic. It is stat- 
ed that the

against pecuniary loss from a strike. 


There is no sign as yet of the diifer- 


ences between the shipping men and 
their employes being adjusted. The 
employers are firm in their refusal to 
grant the demands of the ixien, and the 
latter are equally as firm in their at- 
tempt to compel the employers to 
accede to their terms. 
The movement 


threatens to spread to Bremen. The 
support that the strikers are receiving 
from London complicates tl»esituation.
